Rufous Cook's Good Advice. } 

Rufus Coox, a civiland sanitary ew 
gineer, has addressed an open letter te 
the city council of Minneapolis, in which 
he makes some pertinent and valuable 
suggestions on the subject of city. sanb 
tation. Ho estates that with the crowth 
of cities there isa constant tendency te 
the accumulation of unsanitary condi 
tions. Sanitary work consists in the 
application of preventive measures rather 
than curative, the latter being the prov 
ince of the physician. To insure this 
sanitury work being fully carricd out, 
ample funds should be appropriated te 
the health department. 

People nee! to be taught that what 
they cat, drink and breathe has an im- 
portant relation to their health and hap 
piness, and to maintain human existence 
in its highest state requires pure air, 
pure water and pure food, and these sup 
plemented by a pure soil. As purity of 
air is tirst in importance, the best erstem 
of heating and ventilation should be ap 
plied to all public and private buildinga 
A good piusabing law is one of the most 
effecii.o sieps in sanitary progress thas 
the «i's can bly have. Sir. Cook 
quotes from the New Jersey board of 
beu ). Most of our cities ere etill fas 
behind in tie details of approved sani- 
tary aiministratiom. and in thoes fina» 
cial provision. —nercfore, which are neo 
essary forthe health of the peopic. Is 
the work of sanitary inspection and ad- 
Vice, and in the general oversight of the 
per pie, we Lad @ teld of operation which 
might le largely extended 4 the great 
advantace of our citizens.”"—The Sani-.
